From Vuldjo’s V iiit to C onstantinople. 


H ere is a prettily-sketched scen e, from the ‘ V alley o f 


S w e e t W aters,’ a retired and beautiful *pot in the en­ 


virons o f C o n sta n tin o p le , to w hich G reek s, A rm enians, 


and Turks, are accustom ed to resort for their holiday 


ai»U 9#m cnts. 
«‘Sultan Selim erected a palace here, w hich he inten­ 
ded should resem ble that of V ersailles. 
Mis am bassa­ 
dor, on returning from Paris, hud brought back som e 
view s of that splendid abode ol the French monarch*; 
and Sciirn, struck by its m agnificence, determ ined to 
build a kiosk in imitation o f it. 
A ccordingly he chan­ 
ged the river into a straight canal; form ed 
avenues, 
w hich w ere planted with long lines o f trees, contrived 
waterfalls, and laid out a beautiful 
park. 
T h e trees 
have grown up to a magnificent size, and cast a pleasant 
shade over the w alks and w ater; but the deserted palace 
is fast falling to d ecay, anil the park is frequented only 
in the spring. 
H ere the Sultan’s horses aro sent to 
g r a z e ; and their visit is celebrated with great pomp on 
S t G eorge’s day (O ld S ty le ), w hen they com e in pro­ 
c e ssio n ,\n d to each of them is allotted a place in the 
park, in which they are picketed after the fashion usual 
in the Fast. 
T h e tents pitched near them are occupied 
bv Pulgarians, w h ose duty it is to w atch the animals 
night and day; and, perhaps, a more m agnificent co l­ 
lection o f line horses was never seen feed in g together, 
or in an equally beautiful spot. 
H ere w ere 
assem bled 
parlies o f all 
nations. 
C row ds o f T urkish 
w om en, 
closely veiled, sat under the trees, listening to the per­ 
form ances o f itii.eranl m usicians uud dancers, w hose in­ 
strum ents w ere fiddles, dulcim ers, and tam bourines. 
T h e singing consists solely in dw elling a considerable 
tim e on a single note, with the mouth w ide open, the 
head thrown back, and the ey es halt shut ; then sud­ 
denly changing to another tone, about 
half a dozen 
w ords are strung together, arid a sort of dialogue, in 
recitative, is kept up by the performers. 
In one direc­ 
tion, a conjurer is seen exhibiting his feats o f manual 
dexterity, surrounded by a m otley gaping crowd 
in 
another a story-teller exercises the risible faculties o f 
the sedate T u rk , as well as o f the merry laughter-loving 
G reek. 
A string o f Arm enian w om en approach, w alk­ 
ing tw o and tw o with slow solem tf steps, and follow ed 
by a slave carrying a basket o f refreshm ents, 
t ehm 
these com e a party of gaily dressed G reeks of I era, 
laughing and joking, the very personification of m erri­ 
m e n t; w hile their more stately countryw om an ol the 
F anal, m oves m ajestically along in another direction, 
w ith the pride o f u thousand years ol uncestry, con­ 
spicuous iu her air and carriage, and alt the conscious- 
nt'sa o f perfect classic beauty, in her form and face.— 
N or does she om it to display her delicate foot with its 
Stocking o f sn ow y w hite, and neat m orocco shoe.— 
Under The shelter o f yonder m agnificent plane trees, 
stands at*, erraba or Turkish carriage, in w hich the bui- 
tun’sa.ster and a large party o f fem ale slaves aro seated , 
eating m ahalahc and drinking sherbet, w h ile they enjoy 
the busy scene before them. T h e erraba has no springs, 
and is richly ornam ented w ith a profusion o f gilding, 
and covered w ith beautiful shaw ls, crim son silk, or 
w hite muslin fringed with silk or gold, according to the 
taste and fancy o f the ow ner. 
T h e interior is furnished 
with cushions, and the entrance is from behind, by a 
sm all Udder : it is drawn by tw o oxen, guided by a man 
on foot ; and w hen out on distant excursions, w genera - 
\y follow ed by a boy, carrying provisions. 
1 lie heads 
o f the oxen alone are furnished with harness, to which a 
string of targe bright blue glass heads is added, to p io- 
tect the animal* from the fascination ol the evil ey e 
From either y o k e, a lone curved s icK, painted urn r- 
luiloly with b lu e and red, and decorated with w oolen 
tassels o f the sam e color, extends backwards over the 
oxen , trs far us the front o f the carriage.”

more than precedents, established in courts, on the au­ 


thority, perhaps, of some corrupt judge, w ho, notwith­ 


standing his reputed piety and honesty, was probably 


under some wicked and mercenaary influence ? 
All 


laws which are nllowed to have any authority ought to 
be 111 the buok o f Statutes— there ought to be no such 


code as the common or u n w r itte n law, or, as it has 


been more appropriately termed, ju d g e - ltu v — because 


such law does not emanate from 
the only legitimate 


source— the will of the 
people. 
Precedents ought to 


have no authority over the reason of the present pre­ 


siding judge, since the latter is no more fallible than his 


predecessor. 
If the original decision was made ac­ 


cording to a statute, it 
is the statute which is binding 


still ; but the decision of the judge ought to have no in­ 


fluence, except upon the 
particular 
case which 
was 


brought before him. 
T o allow the judges to establish 


precedents, which 
are to be used as 
an authority, is 


equivalent 
to allowing the judges to enact law s, and 


this is an 
encroachment upon the legislative authority, 


which must emanate directly from 
the people. 
T he 


judiciary is thus making continual usurpations of legisla­ 


tive authority ; and would 
make the people believe 


that without the guide of prec.edents, it would be impos- 


aible to administer justice ! 
They must have all their 


learned octavos, filled with the trifling details of triuls 


and decisions, both in our own and foreign tribunals, to 


assist them in understanding the natural law o f equity, 


or in interpreting a statute ! 
T he truth is, that amidst 


such a mess o f detail they can find abundant opportuni­ 
ties o f prolonging suits and o f perverting justice. 
All 


these precedents serve to hide the native simplicity o f a j 


legislative act, 
which would decide at once iho m erits 


o f a ease. 
T hey enable the lawyer to quibble, by con­ 


cealing justice in a mist of obscurity. 
T he proceedings j 


o f our courts are so full of pedantry and references to 


learned authorities, so technical and complicated, that 


nn individual who was unacquainted with the mysteries 


o f the science, were be to attempt to decide according 


to law, would 
lie utterly 
confused and unable to un­ 


derstand the merits of the most simple case which could 


be brought before the court.
